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WOMAN AND SIX MEN

HE hearing was continued for the fourth 
day of the case in which seven per- 
sons—-six men and ohe woman—are 

charged with conspiring to defraud Méssrs. 
Edward Lee and Co. by misrepresentation of 
the amount of stock in the furniture depart- 
ment of the branch at Dun Laoghaire, and 
with falsification of the stock sheets and re- 
turns of the firm, : 

There are thirty-five counts in the indict- 
ment, and the persons charged are :—-Andrew 
Egan, Amiens street; Ernest Poland, Upper 
Mount street; Patrick J. Sheil, Upper Abbey 
street; Nathan Lepler, Raymond street, 
S.C.R,; Patrick J. Roddy, North Circular 
road; William Brereton, Upper Mounttown, 
Dun Laoghaire, and Miss Sheila O'Dowd, 
Carysfort avenue, Dalkey. 

They all pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, Kc. with Mr. P. J, 
McEnery (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), prosecuted. Mr. Basil McGuckin, 
K.C., with Mr. Gearoid O'Sullivan (in-

Daniel Carroll, charge hand of Messrs. Lee 
and Co.'s despatch department in Upper 
Abbey street, identified a number of invoices 
initialled by him as having been sent to the 
Dun Laoghaire branch in July, 1932. He 
said it was the practice to keep a duplicate 
book of the invoices at the head office. 

In reply to Mr. MeGuckin, witness said 
that he was in charge of the entire despatch 
office. 

Mr. McGuckin then handed witness a docu- 
ment and asked whether it was an invoice 
sent out in respect of goods which had pro- 
bably never been in Abbey street. Witness 
said that the goods concerned were entered 
from’ the manufacturer’s invoice. | Goods 
sent from Abbey street and goods sent direct 
from the manufacturer represented two 
different things. 

Mr. McGuckin—This invoice is in respect 
of goods that were never, in fact, in the 
Abbey street premises?—Yes. These goods 
were sent direct from the manufacturer to 
Dun Laoghaire. 7 

Judge Shannon—Your invoice was made 
out from the manufacturer’s invoice sent to 
the head office !—Yes. 

In further reply to Mr. McGuckin, witness 
said that he did not know why, on 8th July, 
seven separate invoices had been sent out in 
respect of goods, but there was nothing 
unusual in it. 

In reply to Mr. Hooper, witness said that 
on some occasions goods were sent out with- 
out a price attached to them. They would 
have an invoice without the price marked. 
The goods in that case would be marked 
‘invoice to follow.”

Charles Jackson, on taking his place in 
the witness box, was told by Judge Shannon 
that he need not answer any oi ate which 
he thought might incriminate himself. The 
Judge added that he was not suggesting that 
any such questions would be likely to arise.

Witness in further evidence said that before 
the preliminary stocktaking furniture arrived 
at the Dun Laoghaire branch from different 
manufacturers it remained in the department 
for some time and then portion of it was 
transferred to the Avenue Hotel and portion 
was sent back. It had been brought into 
the preliminary and official stocktaking 
sheets. There were no invoices for that furni. 
ture. Witness mentioned to Regan that it 
was peculiar, and Egan replied that it was 
done to fill up and make the stock correct. 

Witness said that he spoke to Sheil in the 
middie of the year 1953 about hire purchase 
agreements, and Sheil told him that Egan 
had suggested putting through hire purchase 
agreements to make up the deficiency in 
stock. Witness asked Sheil what good that 
would be, and Sheil said he did not know. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Sherry, witness said 
that he left Messrs. Lee and Company’s em- 
ployment ten months ago. The increase in 
salary which his new post brought him was 
about £200 a year. Ho was employed by 
the firm for whom he worked before he went 
to Lee’s in Dun Laoghaire. 

During his evidence witness was repeatedly 
asked by Judge Shannon to speak up, and 
on one occasion the Judge said: “ You are 
only annoying me and the jurors, You are 
making no effort to oblige us.”
